The 1944 production estimates for the various apple varieties contained in 
this report are preliminary, based on August 1 conditions, and are subject to later 


revision, Variety estimates for 1942 and 1943 for some States for some varieties 


have been revised, since publication in January 1944. The designation of certain 
apple varieties as summer, fall, or winter sometimes varies in different sections 


of the country, In this report, however, each variety is classified according to 


‘ the season that is most representative of the variety for the country as a whole, 


| Total commercial apple production in the United States is indicated at 
125,643,000 bushels this year compared with 89,050,000 bushels in 1943 and 
(128,273,000 bushels in 1942, 


SUMMER VARIETIES: Summer apples are defined as those harvested in the summer 
: months, Total commercial production of summer varieties in 
1944 is indicated at 5,860,000 bushels -— 5 percent more than in 1943 and 6 per= 
‘cent more than in 1942, In 1944, summer apples are estimated to comprise 4,7 per- 
cent of the United States commercial apple crop, Oalifornia Gravensteins are 
estimated at 1,672,000 bushels in comparison with the large 1943 crop of 2,262,000 
bushels and the 1942 crop of 1,315,000 bushels, 


' FALL VARIETIES: Fall varieties are defined as those harvested in the late summer 
net: and early fall and have a more limited safe storage period than 
winter apples, The 1944 fall apple production is indicated at 16,898,000 bushels == 
36 percent more than the 1943 production of these varieties but 6 percent less than 
the 1942 crop, Fall varieties in 1944 are estimated to be about 135 percent of 
total commercial production, Jonathans -~- the leading fall variety -- are indicated 
to be 8,870,000 bushels this year, 6,063,000 bushels in 1943 and 9,583,000 bushels 
in 1942, Grimes Golden production is estimated at 2,640,000 bushels compared with 
1,550,000 bushels in 1943 an@ 2,757,000 bushels in 1942, The Wealthy crop at 
2,065,000, bushels is 15 percent less than the large crop last year but only 
slightly less than the 1942.crop, 


' WINTER VARIETIES: Production of winter apples is indicated at 102,885,000 bushels 
: in 1944 compared with 71,080,000 bushels in 1943 and 104,825,000 
bushels in 1942, In general, winter apples are defined as those which are harvested 
in the fall and keep well in storage, These include a large proportion of the com= 
mercial apple crop — 82 percent in 1944 and 80 percent in 19434, 


‘BALDWINS: -Another light crop of Baldwins is in prospect with production indicated 
an GS at 4,410,000 bushels, The 1943 crop was 3,004,000 bushels and the 1942 
crop 6,790,000 bushels, 


- DELICIOUS: Estimated total U, S, production. for 1944 totals 22,295,000 bushels, 


Se compared with 14,846,000 in 1943 and 21,564,000 in 1942, This year's

- ._ times the near failure 1943 crop, The Western States, mostly in Yashington, pro~
